_Aolks are a good deal alike about many 
anor whether we are rich or poor, high or 
low, wear overalls with one string gallus or silk

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FLOWERS’. HOURS. OF SLEEP.|. 


That They Differ is a Preof of the 
Adaptability ef Everything 
in Nature. 

That flowers sleep is evident to the 
most casual observer. The beautiful 
daisy opens at sunrise and closes at 
sunset, whence its name “day's eye.” 
The morning gtory’ opehs its flower 
with’ the day. The “four o’clock” 
awakes at four o’clock ih the morning, 
but closes its eyes in the middle of the 
day, and the dandelion. is in full bloom 
omg while there is atpers, ght... Tha 
habit of some flowers is certainly curi- 
ous, and furnishes one of the many 
instances which prove the singular 
adaptability of everything in nature. 
The neason is found in the method by 
which this class of flowers is fertilized. 
‘ Flowers which are fertilized by 
night flying insects derive no advan- 
tage from being open by day; and, on 
the other hand,- those which are fer- 
tilized by bees would gain nothing by 
being open at night. Nay, it would be 
a disadvantage, because it would ren- 
der them liable to be robbed of their 
honey and pollen by insects which are 
incapable of fertilizing, them. It is 
possible, then, that the closing of flow- 
ers may have referencé to the habit of 
insects, and it may be observed, also, 
in support of this, that wind-fertilized 
flowers never sleep. 


Blind Horees. 

The manner in which blind horses 
get about without coming to more 
harm than they do is remarkable. 
They rarely, if ever, hit their heads 
against a fence or stone wall, and | 
will sheer off when they come near 
one. It appears from careful obser- 
vation thet it is neither shade nor 
shelter which warns them of the dan- 
ger. On an absolutely suniess and 
windless day their behavior is the 
same. Their olfactory nerves doubt- 
less become very sensitive, for they 
will poke their heads downward in 
search of water fifty yards before they 
come to a stream crossing the. road- 
way. 

It cannot be an abnormally Aevel- 
oped sense of hearing which leads 
them to do this, for they will act alike 
though the water be a stagnant pool. 
Men who have been blind for any 
great length of time develop some 
what similar instincts to blind horses.

The present condition of our roads is 
notoriously bad. Bad roads seriously re- 
tard the development of the County, 
whereas good roads mean a rapid devel- 
opment.
